EDITORIAL COMMENT 


My Lord Harriman! 
Our Condition Today

ARRIMAX has done it. That king of "high 


finance" has certainly put his foot in the 


mtul about a yard and a half. He has fallen vic- 
tim to the wiles of Invesigator Hughes, of the 
insurance inquin committee, and made a holy 
slum of himself. This manipulator of railroads. 
steamship liiK"-, governors, j-enators and state 
legislators has made a perefct ass of himself. He 
has told the truth. 


R\an and Harriman had a fight over the for- 


mer manipulator's acquiring control of the Equit- 
atile. 
Harriman threatened Ryan with the New 


York legislature, of which he claimed to have 
control. 
Ryan defied him, and took possession. 


The insurance commission heard of this affair 
and summoned K\an to tell about it. He made a 
show of resistance, but finally yielded graceful!) 
He told what had passed between himself and 
Harriman, and it made things appear rather du- 
bious for the railroad man. Harriman demanded 
a rehearing before the committee. 
He got it. 


And hence these tears. 


In the course of his examination of Harriman, 


Attorney Hughes, speaking of Governor Odell. 
the Republican boss of Xew York, asked Harri- 
man if he did not derive his political influence 
from his association with Odell. "Xo." said Mr. 
Harriman, "he derives his political influence from 
his associations with me." 


Of course Harriman told the truth, but in the 


maxims of high-finance the truth is not made al- 
ways to be told. 
It is one thing for the kings of 


finance to onn the people i>f Ne\\ York and other 
states, but it is another thing to brag about it 
The people do not mind being driven, but the\ do 
object to being called horses. 
So a howl went up 


and the people \\lio o\\n Harriman—for his 
masters are the Rockefellers—gave him a grand 
call-down for his indiscretion, and he is back- 
again with another statement—the third of the ' 
series. 
It is not a good statement from his point 


of view because nobody believes a \\ord of it, and 
it is not a good statement from the people'- point 
of viev. because it does not "give away" things 
like the second one. 


Mr. Harriman'- revelations \\ill do good. 


The\ will show the people of the s'ate of Xew 
York that thev are not living in a republic, but 
under an oligarch}. 
It will teach them that to 


sell their government for the sake of defeating 
free-coinage, or any other legislative measure, is 
a dangerous thing-—for they may w ake up nine 
or ten \cars later to find that the original pur- 
chaser is still in possession, although free silver 
has been waked and laid away these many years. 
And it will teach them to get a move on and take 
their liberty back, out of the hands of Boss Rock- 
efeller, Boss Harriman, Boss Odell, Boss Hig- 
gins, and all the oilier bosses, big and little, that 
are now exploiting the state for their private 
ends. 


The trouble with the bosses is that there are 


uol enough of them like Harriman. If they would 
all leak the secrets of the inside as he has done 
the people of the United States would be free and 
itidependiiit inside of a %«.ar.
